STOCK QUARANTINE IS LEGAL. 
United Stetes Supreme Court Upholds 


Colorado Law Prohfbiting Importa- | 
tion Without Certificates, i 

— — } 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 1-—The United 
States Supreme court today sustained the 
constitutionality of the stock quarantine 
law of Colorado. The decision was en- 
nounced by Justice Harlan, and was baséd 
upon the case of 8. H. Reed vs. the people 
of Colorado. The law prohibits the impor- 
tation of cattle or other live stock into the 
state from points south of the thirty-sixth 
parallel of latitude between April and No- 
vemder unless they bear bills of health. 
The law was attacked as unconstitutional, 
and also as antagonistic to the interstate 
commerce law and the animal industry law, 


but the court held the law in accord with 


the right of the state to protect its own 
citizens. An application for a writ of error 
was overruled.

of stray dogs. 


“Tf a dog is not good enough to find an. 


‘owner in some one it is no good on earth, 
and ought to be put out of existence,” said 


a prominent dog fancier. ‘ No dog, however 


valuable and kind, should be allowe run 
at large either in summer or winter. I would 
not see a stray dog go to the table of the 
vivisectionist; but stray dogs are dangerous 
and should be killed humanely.” 

Sum. Hart is another of those who believe 
that stray dogs should be captured and killed 
in winter as well as in summer, and Dr. Ar- 
thur R. Reynolds, commissioner of health, 


also is an advocate of the extermination of 


the stray animals. 

As to a hospital for contagious diseases, it 
was favored by all. That there is need of 
‘such an institution was agreed to, irrespec- 
tive of the opinions on the matter of the care 
of stray dogs, and there were those who 
thought the Maloney incident would arouse 
public sentiment and make such an institu- 


tion possible. 


Mrs. Theodore Thomas’ Views. . 


Chicago, Dec. 1.—{ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
In this morning’s issue of Tugs Trisune is 
an article headed The Dog or the Baby?“ 
which, by implication, condemns the Thanks- 
giving dinner given to the animals at the 
home for friendless dogs and cats because a 
baby with diphtheria was refused admission 
to the hospitals. 

- Exactly what one has to do with the other 
is not clear. No humane person would 
lavish turkey on a dog and deny shelter to a 
dying child. But the lack of a hospital for 


contagious diseases in Chicago is no reason 


why a refuge for stray animals should not 
be maintained, especially as such an insti- 
tution is needed as much for protecting 
children from the diseases caused by vagrant 
animals as for the animals themselves. 

The establishment of this home for stray 
animals, which is open during the months 
when the city pound is closed, is of the 
greatest value to Chicago, and_has long been 
needed, and should have the support of every 
thinking person. 

Vagrant dogs and cats are always covered 
with vermin, afflicted with mange, eczema, 
distemper, and other similar diseases, which 
are communicable to our home animals and 
often to human beings. They are a prey to 
hydrophobia and are apt to be surley and 
‘vicious. 

Such creatures should not be running at 
large through the streets and alleys of the 
city, where the children are at play. At the 
same time there is no reason for indiscrimi- 
nately slaughtering every living creature on 
sight because it is homeless and miserable. 

In suitable refuges, such as the one in 
Twenty-sixth street, these animals are 
clean doctored, and kept in clean, roomy 
cages. omes are found for those that are 
healthy and good tempered, and only the 
diseased and vicious are killed—and even this 
is done skillfully and instantaneously. 

To give them a good dinner on Thanksgiv- 
ing day was a bit of sentiment on the part of 
a dog lover which many will understand and 
sympathize with. The animals could not 
understand it, but they no doubt enjoyed it 

more, probably, than the well fed human 
beings whom most of us gather about our 
tables on that turkey consuming occasion. 

Let there be a contagious disease hos- 
pital for the babies by all means; but the 
home for friendless dogs and cats is just as 
much needed in its own way and should be 
maintained.

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 1. I Special. I Man- 
ager Gray of the ‘Southern Athletic club will 
make an effort to have the McGovern-Corbett 
fight brought off in Louisville, as originally 
contemplated.

There are some people who say we can | 
get along without meat, but I want to stop 
right here to call your attention to the fact 
that the greatest meat eaters in the world 
now rule the world. And as the science of 
feeding and breeding progresses in the hands 
of these students of agricultural colleges you 
will see meat become cheaper and cheaper. 
‘Why, from every one of those beeves in the 
show over there now you can cut beefsteaks 
from hocks to horns. 


Praise for College Students. 

“The college boys are doing the best work 
in this Une. A man who is educated to be 
@ gentleman of leisure or a professional man 
has the same hope held out to him as always, 
but we have never done anything for the 
man who works with his hands. In this 
reapect the United States is doing more for 
the farmer than all other countries put to- 
gether. And for the education of farmers 
through stations and agri- 
cultural researches we have more money at 
Washington than Harvard, Yale, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Stanford oe to- 
gether.”

Stock shipments through Chicago would have 
to be shut offt.“

PRESIDENT FOREMAN’S POLICY. 

The address of Mr. Foreman to the new 
board of county commissioners at the first 
meeting of that body outlines with great, 
good sense the work which lies before it.

fit. It could, like the convention of 1787, 
draft a new constitution. That it would do 
so is most unlikely, but there are conserva- 
tive Americans who ee to run no 
risks. 

A resolution for the submission. of an 
amendment providing for the direct election 
of senators passed the house at the last 
session and is now before the senate. About 
all the Illinois legislature can do is to ap- 
peal to the senators from this state to 
what lies in their power to secure the con- 
currence of the senate in the resolution, but 
whatever efforts they may make will be in- 
effectual at this session.

There is no 5 affront that can be 
Bear: upon the head of a nation than for 
the member of some foreign reigning house 
to visit his capital without honoring him 
Twice has this indignity been 
placed, perhaps deservedly, upon the king 
of Servia. Some time ago the Austrian heir 
apparent spent a day at Belgrade without 
taking the slightest notice of King Alexan- 
der. The latter, learning of the presence of 
the archduke within his walls, sent digni- 
taries after him, inviting him to the, palace, 
But Francis Ferdinand managed to avoid 
them, and the good people of Belgrade were 
treated to the spectacle of Servian digni- 
tarles, in resplendent uniform, hunting in 
full cry after the duke and he obviously en- 
deavoring to escape from them, which he 


succeeded jn doing, they reaching the wharf 
just as tf steamer on which he was had 
cast off. 


Last week the heir presumptive’s brother, 
Archduke Otto, did the same thing. He
